Program 
Objectives 


A. revised minority 
business enterprise (MBE) 
program has been adopted 
by the board of trustees of 
the Central Ohio. Transit 
Authority (COTA). F 

The new MBE program 
includes revisions made to 
conform with regulations 
of the U.S. Urban Mass 
Transportation Ad- 
ministration (UMTA). 
COTA's program must 
conform.to the UMTA rules 
in order for the transit 
agency to qualify for 
Federal funds. 

Presently, COTA is 
dependent on Federal aid 
to assist in the construc- 
tion of a new main- 
tenance / storage / office. 
complex to centralize their 
operations. 

COTA’s original MBE 
program had only one 
specific-goal: to insure that 
at least 12 percent of the 
contractors on the con- 
struction project are 
minority businesses. There 
were no goals for purchase 
of goods and services from 
minority suppliers or to 
utilize minority architects 
and engineers. 

Among the -revisions—in 
the MB program were: 

A requirement that 18 
percent of the workers in 
each of the trades be 
minority group members; 

At least five percent of 
goods purchased in con- 
junction with the project 
must be acquired through 
minority suppliers; 

At feast 10 percent of 
needed services must be 
purchased from minority 
firms; 

And at least 10 percent 
of architectural and 
engineering services on 
future projects must be 
acquired from minority 
firms or individuals. 

The new MBE program 
was adopted by the COTA 
board at a meeting March 
29. The program was 
revised to conform to 
UMTA regulations enacted

Remington Ave., where 
they spotted—Ronald 
Snook, 39, unloading 
newspapers from his 
station wagon. 

The pair, according to 
police, forced Snook to 
drive them around the city 
for about 45 minutes 
before yea | in an Alley 
in the 500 Block of N. 
Champion Ave. After 
yanking Snook from the 
vehicle, they robbed him 
and stuck a gun to his 
head and pulled the 


trigger, but it misfired, 
detectives reported. 

The suspects that made 
their getaway. Police 
theorized that both men 
had left the city. In mid 
February, FBI and Colum- 
bus police, acting on a tip, 
found Fitzgerald hiding in 
a3 by 3 attic cubby hole at 
50 Latta Ave. and pulled 
him out by the legs.

Wright last week, Fitz- 
gerald pleaded guilty of 
murder and was sentenced 
to from 15 years to life. He

Gregory Fasting For 
Larry Flynt, NAACP

Gregory, told a crowd of 
800 in Ohio State's Hitch- 
cock Hall Auditorium last 
week, he would not eat any 
solid food “until publisher 
Larry Flynt starts walking 


again.”

believe Flynt would die 
when the doctors said he 
had a two percent chance 
of living. “ 

Gregory explained the 
reason he is fasting for 
Flynt is “because | might 
be the reason he got shot.” 
He added that he 
suggested Flynt put up a 
million dollar. reward for 
information leading to the 
assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 

“tm also fasting to 
dramatize the need for the 
NAACP membership to in- 
Crease,” he said. 

“We have Blacks in 
America that if the’ white 
racist system told us to join 
the NAACP, and played it 
up, more Blacks would 
take part,” he. added.’ 

Gregory pointed out “the 


States will talk differently 
when the NAACP gets one 
million members.” 

The former comedian 
took out a two page ad in 
Jet magazine which cost 
$6,000 urging people to 
join the NAACP. 

If the NAACP should get 
a million members 
tomorrow Gregory 
would still stay on the fast 
until Flynt walks. 

Gregory said his longest 
fast was for two and one- 
half years protesting the 
war in Vietnam. 

“A white-racist system 
and white people are two 
different things,” Gregory 
said. “Black folks have to 
understand we cannot be 
born and raised in a white- 
racist system without 
having a white-racist men- 
tality,” he continued. 

Commentina on the 
Wilmington 10 case, 
Gregory said, “if Black 
folks would take It to the 
White House this summer 
because of the pressure of 
Africa and the janda 
effect that Russia and 
China would use in Africa, 
the Wilmington 10 would 
be released.” 

Gregory feels that 
“Blacks in this country can 
contro! the~-destiny: ~and 
fate of South Africa 
because with our 
economic force, and with 


‘the decent white folks that 


would be willing to join us 
In this country, 
economically we could 


said he 


paralyze South Africa.” 
The noted author com- 
mented that Blacks 
“should not sit back and 
let ‘the same companies 


that —_maniputate —-our 
dollars, manipulate the life 
in South Africa.” . 


Gregory pointed out that 
there is an $88 billion cash 
flow in the Black com- 
munity. “if we were a 
separate nation we'd 
probably be the fifth or 
sixth economic nation on 
this planet,” he said. 

What makes’ Dick 
Gregory optimistic? 

“Truth gives me Hope, 
there’s a God for us that 
supersedes ali this in- 
sanity,” he said. 


Near the end of 
Gregory's speech he said, 
“It's not about Black 
against white, it's about 
right against wrong.”

My Heart Leaps Up 


Surprises do meet the 
eye in the Near-Eastside 
every once in a while. 
Everything is so hustle. 
bustle with most of the 
people on the go that a 
real surprise is Startling: 

The scene was at the 
southeast corner of 17th 
and Long Sts... as a 
youngish lady had a broom 
on the traffic roadway, 
Sweeping trash to the gut- 
ter, picking it up to be put 
in @ trashpile somewhere. 

A domestic principle had 
to mean that the action has 
taken place before 
frequently, but this writer 

_had never seen such 
before and had the reac- 
tion of that old’ English 
poem, “My Heart Leaps 
Up," upon seeing the 
domestic care of a street. 

This is a very. in- 
significant matter, but it 
does refute that old saying, 
“Colored folks don't take 
care of things.” 

Miss Mildred Ingram, 
who lives in the apartment 
building on the corner, had 
the broom. When | went to 
commend her on such ac- 
tion (I had not seen a black 
woman do that before), she 
smiled and explained that 
her mother had always told 
her that her home is as 
clean as her yard is clean. 

It is an excellent stan- 
dard for ~ conformity, 
although the area abounds 
in homes immaculate in 
care while the yards com- 
pare with a junkyard. 

| told Miss Ingram that | 
had seen a white woman 


sweeping the street in 
front of a grocery store on 
the corner of Oak St. and 
Ohio Ave. She remem- 
bered seeing that white 
tady doing the same. ~ 
While Miss Ingram was 
at work, a friend was ad- 
monishing her, declaring 
that she didn't have to go 
do that. No, she didn't, but

How does 
one recognize the break in 
racial residence to the 
other group? 

Somehow the break ob- 
viates itself in yard care, 
but it is there. The streets 
are Clean, but there creeps 
in the carelessness about 
appearances -- sometimes 
worn paint spots; a broken 


board in the porch; a fence - 


or gate needing repair, but 
it is there. There is always 
something there denoting’ 
the presence of black 
homes. 

There are no mansions 
with sweeping yards north 


of that black area. The 
homes are- bunched into 
quite a number in a block, 
but there is something dif- 
ferent ~ one just knows 


that white folks live there. 
One would probably not 
know if the street stretch 
housed black people with 
a sense of appearances 
such as that of Miss 
Ingram.

bigots when he appointed 
a black woman to a high 
administrative post in the 
OSU Graduate School of- 
fice. Then, he turned 
around and challenged his 
new appointee by saying, 
“| didn't hire you because 
you are black, and if you 
can’t do the work, | will fire 
you, just like anyone else." 

Dick Armitage’s most 
significant works in the 
human rights area are well 
known to his select circle 
of friends, but. often not 
well known to the benefac- 
tors. 

Few, outside of his im- 
mediate circle, credit him 
with laying the moral 
groundwork.for the recruit- 
ment of blacks at OSU. 
Back in 1969 he en- 
,couraged his friends to 
lobby for the creation of a 
committee to “Review the 
successes and failures of 
the University in recruiting 
faculty -and— professional 
staff members’ from 
minority groups in general 
and the black community 
in particular.” 

Once the report was 
published he continued to 
lobby for the 19 points that 


, dealt with the recruitment, 


admission and retention of 
black students and the 
recruitment of black 
faculty staff and ad- 
ministrators. 

When Dr. Armitage ac- 
cepted the Louis Nemzer 
Award from the OSU Chap- 
ter of the American 
Association of University 
professors, his acceptance 
speech indicated that: he 
had not forsaken his com- 
mitment to and thoughts 
on human nature. He 
quoted extensively from 
Jose Ortega Y Gassett, one 
of. Western Europe's most 
notable thinkers, and a 
strong advocate of liberal 
democracy. 

Armitage in referring to 
Ortega, said, ‘He per- 
ceived in Western society 
a frightening ignorance of 
and no respect for lessons 
of history; a frantic rush to 
consumption of material 
goods; an alarming in- 
crease in specialization, 
both in academia and the 
world at large, and a 
seeming loss of direction 
and purpose...” 

The late Dr. Louis Nem- 
zer, for whom.the award is 
named, was a political 
science professor and a 
member of the famous 
“Committee of Five,” for- 
med to help restore calm 
to the. OSU..campus,during- 
the disturbances of the 
early 1970's. 

Before Armitage leaves 
OSU in June to become 
vice chancellor of Univer- 
sity of California at San 
Diego, his friends will 
gather ‘at the .OSU Golf 
Club.
